Leighton will observe the anniver­ 
sary of its founding, 100 years ago,

A 
pageant will be given, depicting the 
birth and the growth of the little 
Lawrence County city. 
An interesting story of the histor­ 
ic community is given in an Associat­ 
ed Press dispatch as follows! 
It was as a tavern stop in the early 
nineteenth century that Leighton first 
came into being. Leighton was situat­ 
ed on the old road to Tuscaloosa and 
the main street of the city is a part of 
the first highw ay. authorized by the 
legislature to be constructed in Ala­ 
bama. 
The road began in Lauderdale coun­ 
ty, crossed the Tennessee river at 
Bainbridge, a village no longer in ex­ 
istence, passed along the county line 
of Franklin, through Cross Roads, 
the present Leighton and on to Tus­ 
caloosa. 
The legislative set stipulated that 
the road should follow 
Moseiy as 
possible the county line, and where 
the topography pérm itted, 'the old 
Franklin-Lawrence line is still m ark­ 
ed by this road. 
The railroad which served Leighton 
was the first regularly constructed 
railroad west of the Allegheny moun­ 
tains. It originally was a part of the 
old Tuscumbia-Decatur railroad, and 
was first operated in 1830 as a horse 
car line. 
It was at Leighton. that the first 
chartered school in 
Alabama 
was 
opened. La Grange college, a Metho­ 
dist institution, was located on the 
mountain three and one-half miles 
outside -the line of the present town. 
Before its construction by federal 
troops, during the Civil war 
when 
United States forces occupied the Ten­ 
nessee Valley, La Grange college was 
the aim er m ater of many notables. 
The tavern at Leighton, one of the 
first such buildings to be erected 
in 
the Tennessee Valley, is known to 
have served travelers as early as 1815 
The structur/e is still standing. 
Its 
proprietor was General John Gregg. 
The site of the school which also was 
taught by General Gregg before 
he 
moved to Texas, is still a landmark in 
this vicinity. 
* Another point 
of 
interest 
near 
Leighton, which is today, even in its 
ruins, a picturesque spot, was the 
Saunders home stead, an evidence of 
culture and aristocracy. 
Travelers going west can enjoy a 
fine view of this old building with its 
turrets and towers and other sugges­ 
tions of English architecture.

in recent years between the public 
and the public utilities. 
The order is composed of sixty-one 
general rules, and in addition to the
